The 
silvering of the glass by applying a 
layer of ttaifoil ailegred with mercury 
iavolvea ao bmhA riak of poisoning, 
the work peo^ ceastantly hrwUblag 
the mercttry vapor, that nnmeroas at- 
tempts have been made to use an- 
other metal for the purimse. 

It was shown by Liebig that a fine 
adherent deposit of metallic silver 
could be applied to glass by reducing 
a solution of a silver salt with milk 
sugar, so this method has been em- 
ployed as a commercial process. There 
ha.ve been partly sviccessful attempts 
to get a like deposit of copper.

FERTILITY OF SOIL 




Science of the Gro\A(th of Plants 
Should Be Understood by Farmer. 

A. R. Whitson of the Wisconsin sta- 
tion says: Directly or indirectly the 
food of mankind conies from tlie soil, 
and there is. then fore, nothing more 
important in agriculture than that the 
factors which determine the i)io(liic- 
tiveness of the soil be thoroughly un- 
derstood. This bulletin is written for 
the purposes of putting before flM 
farmer a ■tateamet ef oar pr ea ca t 
knowledge of tbe factors wid^ lafla- 
ence tlw fertility of the aoO and of the 
relation of these fSctora to each otlier. 
The agricultural plants require for 
growth a favorable temperature, light, 
and a supply of material including car- 
bon dioxide, water and certain chem- 
ical elements derived from the soil. 
The chief of these elements are nitro- 
gen, i)hosiihorus. potassium, calcium 
and magnesium. Since oxygen is used 
at every point of the plant where 
growth takes place, it is needed at the 
tops of the roots, and therefore soil 
must be aerated. All these condi- 
tions are dependent on the climate, on 
the physical aad c b e mi c al eaadittona 
of the aoil, aad ee 
going aa ia the m/L.
